17S2, discovered that simple electricity,

His record in that war was creditable 
alike to himself nnd his command. In 
1847 he was appointed to fill a vacancy 
in the United States Senate, which he 
accepted, and performed the duties of 
that position until 1851, when he ran for 
Governor of hia state, but was defeated. 
In 1852 President Pierce appointed him 
Secretary of War. At the end of tbe 
Pierce administration Mr. L'avia was 
elected to the 
United 
States Sen- 


ate again, and so continued to serve 
until Mississippi passed the ordinance 
of secession. 
From that forward his 


whole time and his best energies were 
devoted lo the cause of the Southern 
Confederacy, and when tbe last vestige 
of armed rebellion had been swept from 
the face of our common country, .IftfTcr- 
son Davis was one of the three men who 
refused to accept that pardon which an 
outraged nation so leniently extended to 
all.

"Sa- 
urcd History of Animals," iu which he 
describes dragons with three ranges of 
teeth, and calmly adds. "The largest of 
these is the Devil." This l>ook claims 
to be ''Designed for students of theology, 
and ministers of the Word;" and it is 
said "To have, had much influence on 
thought for 100 years." 


THE CIH;HriI Afi.UNST NEWTON'. 


Sir leaac Newton, who lived from 1042 


to 1727, tbe most distinguished scientist 
of his time, was restrained from publish- 
ing important truths, for many years, 
through fear of tbe church. In 1090 he 
wrote a letter fo hia friend, Sir. Locke, 
the distinguished philosopher. It gave 
an account of two notable corruptions of 
the text of scripture, and invalidated 
two pa*?nges in favor of the Trinity; for 
Sir Isaac wrote much on theology, as well 
as science. 


At first he was anxious to have his 


letter published, but fearing to publish 
it in Protcdtaut Kngland, he asked Mr. 
Locke, who was then going to Holland, 
to get it translated into French, and pub- 
lished on the continent. As Locke did 
not po to Holland, ho sent tho letter to 
Mr. l.e Clerc, who fearing to get it pub- 
lished in French, was Slaving it trans- 
lated into Latin, when Sir Isaac inter- 
fered and stopped the publication en- 
tirely. 


This letter was never published until 


twoiity-HOvcn years after yir Isaac's 
death, and sixty-four years after it was 
written. Po fearful was the greatest 
scientist of the age nf the church, in 
Protestant England, tbat he dare not 
publish what ho knew to 1« true. 


PRIKSTLY NOT ORTHODOX. 


Joseph Priestly, a litarul minister of 


England, and a distinguished scientist,

deserves more than a papsing notice in

man of gentle and kindly spirit, but a 
remarkable Miolar, he became so dis- 
iin«ni«hed as a. man of science thflt in 
1771 he was about to be appointed to 
accompany the celebrated Captain Cook 
px[ipdition to otahcilc to observe the 
transit of Venus; hut the government 
of Great Britain was shocked at the idea 
of giving n man a ]tosition who was not 
orthodox, nnd he WHS rejected. 


In 1774 ho in rule several valuable dis- 


coveries in science, among which was 
thnt of oxygen, the basis of all life and of 
combustion; huthawaa not orthodox, 
and his very discoveries were enough to 


some from twenty to twenty-live years. 


THE IIEUETICAJ. HOD. 


The first rod put up in England was 


ten years after Franklin's discovery. 
In 


Austria and Italy they waited much 
longer. At length" they began to protect 
(heir churches b\- the "heretical rod," 
as ihe people called it, and several that 
had been repeatedly struck and badly 
damaged, were thus placed out of danger. 


But some hesitated to adopt the "infi- 


del's remedy," and these were instructed 
bv some severe calamities. 
Among 


others, was that of the church at Bres- 
cia, ni'ar Venice. Seventeen years after 
Franklin's diricoverv. the Republic of 
Venice had stored in the vaults of this 
church, over 200,000 pounds of powder, 
and had provided no lightning rod. A 
etonn came, the church was struck, and 
Ihe powder in the vaults exploded. One- 
pisth of tho entire city was destroyed. 
and ".000 lives were lust. The result was 
that their theology gave way, and the 
churches generally obtained Franklin's 
remedy. Science and theology became 
reconciled in the precise way they 
always have been, viz. 
By theology 


abandoning its foibles and accepting the 
lessons of science. 


HlTMllOt.nT WAS I'EKSECUTEn. 


Ilnmboldl, the 
illustrious German 


FuvanL and traveler, had the good for- . 
tune, like Franklin, to live at a period 
when his services to mankind could pro- 
tect him, in some measure, from relig- 
ious hostility. And yet even thia great 
man, who had crossed the mountains of 
South America, and the desolate plains 
of Siberia in- search of knowledge for the 
human race, says in a letter to a friend, 
thai the minister would have driven 
liim from Berlin it" it had not. been that 
the king was his friend. 


The French priests who objected lo

. jars ago—Doctor Simpson of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, one of the most learned phy- 
sicians of hia time, invented or discovered 
chloroform, and used it to relieve suffer- 
ing in his medical and surgical practice. 
Ono would naturally suppose that so 
great a blessing would be bailed with joy 
even by bigots. Far otherwise. The 
ministers of the Scotch church raised a 
serious objection, and one of the bitterest 
controversies of our time ensued. 


ORTHODOXY AG.1TXST MF.DICINE. 


Doctor Simpson had used this anpg- 


tbetic impartially, to relieve the suffer- 
ings of women as well as men ; and at 
times when the ministers feared he was 
relievingthera of a part of Ihe original 
curse. They were quite, willing tbat men 
should be relieved; but women must 
sutler the full penalty originally inflicted 
on Eve. 


Incredible as it now seems, those men 


were thoroughly in earnest, and doubt- 
less thoroughly sincere; and they fought 
Doctor Simpson with all their energy. 


The great Doctor Chalmers, more en- 


lightened that bis brethren, took the 
part of Doctor Simpson, but even his 
great influence was not likely to turn the 
scale. At length a happy thought oc- 
curred to Doctor Simpson, and ne told 
the ministers that he was simply follow- 
ing the method of the Creator, that 
when God had made man and wished to 
perform the surgical operation of taking 
a rib from his side with which to make a 
woman, he put him to flloep. 


"This," said the doctor, 
is precisely 


what I am doing, I am only following 
the example of my Maker." The minis- 
ters could not bring anything to bear 
upon that, and so tlie victory was gained 
for Doctor Simpson and chloroform. 


That such an instance of ministerial 


bigotry could have occurred in our day, 
is simply inexplicable. 
But such has 


been the contest of agca, and such the 
hostility shown to science through 
the 


whole Instory of the Christian church. 


For nearly sixteen hundred years Ihe 


church has'fought fcience and never 
gained a victory; science 
has won 


in every contest. 
The church has 


been driven backward into civilization, 
atep by step, step by step, but always 
backwards. 
Will it never turn round, 


open its eyes, ami welcome the glowing 
dawn? The future will determine.

They 
valk through Paris about midnight with 
s:ick and nconploof terriers, and when 
liey catch Bight of a stray puss on? go 
lie dogs, \v7io seldom return to their 
naster without their prize. Their skins 
iro sold to furriers and their flesh to the 
keepers of eating houses in the suburbs, 


•hero "rabbit stew" 13 a favorite dish. 


But for stewed rabbitono likes to bo sat- 
slied that a buuuy has been sacrificed, 
o tho workmen who delight in this 
dainty require to see a rabbit's head as a 
iroof of tho bona fides of tho dish. This 
vould puzzle an ordinary individual, but 
ho "cat killer" is a genius and a French- 
man, niid is not eo easily disposed of. 


Ho also deals in rabbit skin a, and lias 


an arrangement with the cooks in tlio 
leighborhood to let him havo the heads 
it the same time as tho skins of the rab- 
bits Cor his penny or two. Ity this in- 
genious method ho is enabled to send out 
.o his customers twy or throe tats* 
jodies, minus Iho tnila, with each rab- 
Dit's head, and one moro dainty dish ia 
added to tho Parisian memt and right or 
ten shillings to Iho well filled purse of 
tlie ui tormina tor of the feline race. The 
French capital harbors the largest num- 
ber o£ cats of any city in the world in 
proportion to ils size. Whole colonies of 
them aro to bu found, in thu vicinity of 
tlio markets, where they feed on broken 
victuals and make incessant war on tho 
rats. 


At Ihu Ualles Ccntrales their numbers 


have increased so rapidly of late that a 
portion of them had to bo destroyed, aa 
they roninrd about iu bands liko wild 
beasts, and were beginning to be dan- 
gerous. Utiprez, thfi well known tenor 
singer, lias earned the title of Le pere 
des chats, for ho daily feeds hundreds of 
these animals at his own expense. The 
prefecture du police likewise entertains 
a largo colony of cats which urc placed 
under the care of an old woman of 70, 
who supplies thorn with daily rations of 
meat and milk. 


"ANT 
FARMERS." 


"Aut farmers," though only number- 


ing half a dozen or so in Paris, are by no 
means to bo overlooked in our etudy of 
odd trades. One, for instance, rejoices 
in tha name of Mile. Blanche. Sho ia 
not prepossessing in appearance. Her 
akin looks liko dried pippins, and is 
tanned like crocodile hide. 
Sho has 


leather g:iiintlet3 and trousers, a regular 
coat of armor, but notwithstanding this 
site is fciian-ed and bitten by her ungrate- 
ful stock to simli an extent that she is 
perfectly hideous. 
She sleeps in tho 


middle of the sacks of ants, and her 
epidermis has become EO insensible to 
the bites of those insects that she slum- 
bers soundly and sweetly whilu hundreds 
of thrui are endeavoring to extract a 
meal from her thick skiti. 


Sho was some time ngo compelled to 


remove her quarters to a spot just out- 
side Paris, because tho neighbors not 
unreasonably- objected to tho stray mem- 
bers of her farm skirmishing on their 
own account in tho pantries of tho ad- 
joining houses. Mile. Blanche supplies 
breeders and keepers of pheasants, the 
zoological gardens, aquariums uud lurpe 
bird dealers with ants' eggs and receives 
never less than ten largo flour sacks of 
ants a day from Germany and elsewhere. 
By keeping them in a great heat and 
feeding them well they are induced to 
lay a vast quantity of eggs. It is inter- 
esting to record that Mile. Blanche ia by 
this time possessed of a handsome 
fortune. 


Horseflesh is still eaten by the Paris- 


ians, much as such a statement may 
horrify my reader.-) across the SOIL 
At 


least a thousand horses are killed hero 
every year to supply this meat to tho 
capital. About thirty shops sell nothing 
hut horse, mult) and donkey's fliisli. 
Many of them havo over their doors 
bouchcrio liippiquc, and do a rushing 
trade among tho working population, 
who havo no foolish scruples about eat- 
ing portions of what is certainly the 
cleanest of animals. It is no secret that 
the major part of tho "beefsteaks" at 
the restaurants aa well as nine-tenths of 
the sausages come fromdefunctgce-gecs. 
The thin flattened sausages from Uv? 
north of France aro madn from horse 
flesh, and the Lyons sausages from the 
meat of tho docila donkey.—Cor. Phila- 
delphia Times.

Allowing these 


books to contain not only the unadul- 
terated truth, but all truth, everything 
outside of them, or opposed to them, 
must be necessarily false. This nnior- 
tunate position dominated the entire 
church, and, oE course, presented an in- 
surmountable obstacle to all progressive 
learning. 
Science and civilization have 


been retarded many hundreds of years 
hy this absurd folly of really good, but 


'"Tcrtullian'iA.D. 200) held that the 
"Books of Moses" were "not only all 
truth, but that all truth was contained 
in them." 
Lactantius, more than a century later, 


in referring to "the heretical dor-trine of 
tlie globular fonn ol the earth" and its 
revolution, says, "Is it iwssible that 
men can be so absurd as to believe that 
the crops and trees on the oilier side of 
the earth bang downward?"

Go!d and Silver. 


Senator fitew.irt's tilver bill ia attracl-

for the free coinage of both gold and 
silver and the ifi-mance of certificatea of 
circulation.

Be it enacted, etc, That any person 


may deposit at any inint or assay ofhce 
of the United States uither gold or silver 
bullion, or both, in quantities of not lees 
than five ounces of gold or 80 ouncea of 
lilver, and demand and receive coin or 
oin certificates therefor at the rate of $1 
in certificates for 20.8 grains, troy weight, 
standard gold nine-tenths fine, and at 
the rate of $1 in certificates for 412>£ 
grains, troy iveight, standard silver nine- 
tenths fine.
